Towa Firm Tops Both Bulls avd Females 


Southern Illinois had been dry, so dry that folks were really 
asking for rain. On Monday, August 5th, clouds began to assem- 
ble along the horizon, dusky clouds in increasing numbers. Before 
nightfall light showers came over the region round about Spring- 
field. During the night and early next morning heavy rains pour- 
ed generally over the whole section. 

“Garrett was out pasting the numbers on the sale cattle when 
that last shower came up early this morning” said Mrs. Tolan “and 
it just about made him sick, he thought we were going to have an- 
other flood.” 

Well it did rain plenty but the good roads in Illinois proved 
their value for no one could thresh and there was but one thing 
of importance left to do—hop in and take a spin down the concrete 
to Garrett Tolan’s sale. Cars were in from several states and 
when they were parked over in the east pasture across the Lincoln 
Trail from the Tolan farm home it looked like the assemblage at a 
county fair. Real policemen were required to direct the cars to 
their positions. 

Garrett Tolan’s house which is just at present undergoing a 
complete remodelling is situated on the crest of a hill perhaps five 
hundred feet west of the highway and facing the east. To the east 
and north the hill slopes down into one of the prettiest creek bot- 
toms to be found anywhere within the state—no trees, just grass. 
It was on this level land that Mr. Tolan had built a complete set 
of “stock yards” with regulation driving alleys and big swinging 
gates. A pair of narrower drives leading into a mammoth tent 
where seats were arranged for about one thousand people along 
three sides of the sale ring completed the setting for what proved 
to be a very satisfactory and highly complimentary sale of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. 

We drove out from Springfield early Tuesday morning to find 
that folks had already begun to assemble for an early inspection 
of the sale cattle which were in the yards on this grassy plat. The 
cows with calves at foot were outside enjoying the cool day and 
the good grass. 

Garrett was directing the finishing of the arrangements as 
was Paul and Enos. “What do you think” we asked as we survey- 


ed the situation on the ground and scanned the sky line. “Guess 
it’s all right” said Garrett. “Never had so many inquiries for cata- 
logs in my life; in fact I guess I had as many inquiries this time 
as for all my other sales combined.” “You know we had a lot of 
nice complimentary letters about our catalogs too.” 

By noon the yards were about as well occupied with prospec- 
tive buyers as one could hope to see them. We sauntered around 
among the cattle too, making check marks in our catalog as to 
whether this one or that one would meet the requirements for an 
order. It was no surprise to find that they all filled the bill—the 
only trouble being that the limits had not been placed high enough 
by those at home. Nevertheless we had an exciting time while our 
money lasted, but were forced to bring most all of it home. The 
fellows at the ringside got the prizes and there were a lot of them. 
The sons and daughters of the great show and breeding bull 
Eileenmere 15th were wonderful in type and conformation. They 
were sweet in head, both bulls and females. They were of the 
right sort and they were of splendid breeding. 

The auction started without much fuss from the block. Secre- 
tary Tomhave of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Associa- 
tion made a few brief remarks concerning the cattle situation and 
Col. Cooper closed the “talkies” pretty quickly, choosing to take 
bids and be done before another shower should dampen things. 
The boys at the ringside were kept pretty busy locating bids right 
from the start. The sale opened with the six year old cow Black- 
cap Nightfall 366766 sired by the imported bull Eirreboll of Blea- 
ton and out of a dam by Imp. Edgar of Dalmeny. She had at foot 
a sweet little heifer by Eileenmere 15th. Someone started her at 
$100.00. The auctioneer stood speechless while the $25.00 bids 
from the crowd had carried her to $250.00. Then he began to talk 
and in a jiffy she had gone to $335.00 which seemed to be all the 
audience wanted to pay. That was just beyond our limit. Geo. 
Dyson of the firm of Dyson & Rhodewald, Rushville, Illinois, was 
on the job and for the extra $5.00 bill secured what we considered 
one of the greatest prizes of the offering. 

Next came Blackcap Toian 11th 398462 a McHenry grand- 
daughter of both the International grand champions Oakville Quiet 
Lad on the sire’s side and Glenfoil 
Thickset 2d on the dam’s side. Her 
sire was Eileenmere 4th a grandson of 
Black Woodlawn and the International 
grand champion cow Eileen Lass. She 
had been pasture bred to Eileenmere 
15th. She started at a low figure too. 
It seemed that the ringside was trying 
early to get its bearings as to values. 
But this was no place to begin for it 
sounded like the resulting racket when 
a small boy touches a match to a bunch 
of fire crackers. The mail order was 
$375.00. Col. Kraschel of Harrison &

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“Smoke” Sees ‘Things

A few days ago a tall, lank cowboy swung into the office and 
made inquiry for the “boss.” It was none other than our old friend 
“Smoke” Meier of the firm of Meier Brothers at Melbourne, Iowa. 
Smoke had made his initial trip to Webster City and wanted to 
know where he could find Boyd G. Weidlein. Pointing to the trail- 
er parked in the street he said “I want to deliver that heifer to Mr. 
Weidlein.” Of course we were interested in the newcomer and 
went along to point out the way. She was one of the sweetest 
little Elba heifers to change ownership this year and will make an 
excellent addition to the already splendid herd of breeding cows 
owned by this young man who started in the breeding business only 
a couple of years ago. 

Smoke looked the shop over and expressed his delight with 
the magnitude of our place—6600 square feet of fireproof floor 
space devoted to the printing industry. He spied one of Garrett 
Tolan’s catalogs laying on the corner of the desk and asked to have 
it. Quickly turning the pages he found many things of interest 
and inquired whether the poss was driving to the sale and when. 
Certainly we were going and would be glad to squeeze him in as an 
extra passenger. Arrangements completed in a jiffy and Smoke 
was off for home, dropping in on the way to take a look at some 
twenty head of the Weidlein cattle in a pasture below the city. 
This all happened on Friday. 

Sunday rolled around and brought a nice quiet hot day. At 
three-thirty that afternoon Dick released the brake and shot the 
gas to our faithful friend Jack. At six we picked up our additional 
cargo at Marshalltown and we three were off for Garrett Tolan’s 
place. However the trip was not to be direct to his farm for Gar- 
rett would not want to be bothered with this gang while he was 
preparing for he big sale on the following Tuesday. Shortly after 
nine the next morning a refueling made it necessary to stop at 
Good Hope, Illinois. The Hamilton Boys’ place is only a short dis- 
tance out of town so out we went. Ray was up at a neighbor’s 
place directing the threshing operations. The oats were rolling 
out to beat the band, measuring round about fifty bushels to the 
acre. Leslie had gone to the upper pasture along the hard road and 
would be driving down a bunch of cows with calves via the back 
road so up the lane we went only to meet the herd a couple of miles 
from home. The cows were in good condition, of good type and 
loked to be doing exceptionally well. They were being transferred 
to another pasture, a procedure carried out with the Hamiltons in 
order to give their pastures opportunity to rebuild. 

Jack was anchored alongside the road and we all clambered 
into Leslie’s big car. One trip to the west and another to the east 
of the highway revealed something like two hundred head of steers 
and heifers on feed. There was a carload of heifers just about 
ready to go. These cattle are fed by the self-feeder system and 
are allowed to run on pasture during the fattening process. A sys- 
tem that works very well according to the Hamilton Brothers. 

Over at Leslie’s barn we found the new herd bull Elberon of 
Page recently purchased from Geo. Felton, of Knoxville, Illinois. 
He is a great deep, thick bull, built right close to the ground and 


undoubtedly will make a splendid mating with the well bred cows 

and heifers in the Hamilton herd.

Raymond was home and kindly took time to show us his five 
splendid steers in preparation for the local shows and for the Cly} 
Show at Kansas City where he has been most successful in shoy. 
ing the past few years. Looks like it would take someone with g 
good deal of speed to get by a couple of these calves. They are of 
good type and well fitted. Of course “Smoke” had to get his hands 
on them. From the expression on his face we judged that he had 
suddenly learned that all the good steers in the world were not to 
be found in Marshall county, Iowa. 

Mr. Mobley soon joined the party and invited us to see his 
heifers and the cows at pasture. 

The heifers were in a nearby pasture, reached only by passing 
through the hog pasture and fattening plant where we found a 
group of small houses buried deep in the sweet clover. Over ip 
an open space is located the self feeder around which the spring 
pigs were entertaining themselves in fine style. Here were a great 
lot of exceptionally well bred Poland Chinas. No papers are kept 
on them—they are grown just for market according to Mr. Mobley 
who says the hog end of his farming business is not only pleasant 
but a paying proposition. Growing them out in the open elimin- 
ates all disease troubles and the pigs do exceptionally well. 

Across the little creek were about thirty or perhaps forty fine 
two year old heifers. Some of them were but yearlings. All look- 
ed like the makings of good brood cows. At first they were cur- 
ious to know what so many strangers were about, but very soon 
they came up around us to get better acquainted. From these heif- 
ers the Mobleys will sell a few and retain the rest for additional 
foundation cows and replacements. Putting the old cows through 
the feedlots at regular intervals is another custom here and a good 
one. 

_ _From this pasture Mr. Mobley took us over to the 100 acre 
timber pasture near Cooperstown on the old homestead of his fath- 
er. Here in grass so thick and so deep that the cattle themselves 
could scarcely get around we found a fine herd of about sixty cows 
with calves at foot. These were the breeding cows, the dams of 
the heifers previously visited and the dams of the club steers and 
the carlot that was on feed. They were a nice lot, even in size and 
type and in excellent condition. The Mobleys are great for fresh 
air. They leave their breeding cows in this open pasture at calv- 
ing time. In fact they leave them out in these pastures practically 
the year round. 

The trip across the Illinois river flats was not the pleasantest 
thing to anticipate in the face of threatening rain. However, we 
started from the Mobley pasture late in 
the afternoon, crossed the river at Mere- 
dosia and followed the foothills on the 


east till we reached Arenzville, home of 
Mr. J. H. Nickel, president of the Amer- 
ican Berkshire Breeders Association. 
Smoke is quite a Hampshire breeder and 
thought he would like to see some real 
Berks so we took a little time out to pay 
a visit to Mr. Nickel’s place. The latter 
took us out in the sweet clover pastures 
to see his spring pigs, great droves of 
them, perhaps a couple of hundred or 
more. Even Smoke agreed that some of 
them looked like they would make real 
hogs. From this pasture we went over 
to Young Charles (Continued on page 9)

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Government Inspection in Addition to Kosher—It must be un- 
derstood that the inspection made by the searcher in no way in- 
fluences the activities of the Federal inspectors. The Federal 
Meat Inspection Act does not recognize kosher killing, and the in- 
spectors working under the Federal Meat Inspection Service can- 
not accept the kosher inspection as a reliably scientific inspection. 
For example, the adhesion of lungs to the ribs which causes re- 
jection by the Jew has no significance for a veterinarian today. 
On the other hand, it is not uncommon to have the government in- 
spectors condemn carcasses that have been passed by the kosher 
inspector. This is due to a more thorough examin- 
ation that is given all animals slaughtered in plants 
under government inspection. This inspection in- 
cludes a minute examination of the glands of the 
head, neck and throat, and glands of all the organs 
of the body, heart, liver, weasands, melts, tongues . 
and casings, as well as the condition of the car- eS / 
cass as a Whole. The theory that any disorder in \ b. 
the system of an animal will show up in the lungs ie 


has long been discarded by scientists. es 

Identifying Kosher Carcasses—Kosher carcas- 
ses and parts are identified by the Hebrew marking 
on the brisket on the inside of the rib, on the chuck, 
on the cod, flank and other parts that may be de- 
sired by the kosher trade. In addition to this, kos- 
her carcasses are tagged with a linen tag in the 
neck and sealed with a lead seal. These tags are 
put on and sealed with a hand press by the “plumb- 
er” (pronounced “plumper”), not necessarily a kos- 
her inspector. 

Carcass Cut Used by the Kosher Trade—Con- 
trary to common belief, both the forequarter and 
hindquarter of meat animals (except pork) are elig- 
ible for consumption by the Jewish trade, if prop- 
erly handled by the kosher retailer. The require- 
ment of the religious law is that all veins must be 
removed before delivery of the meat to the consum- 
er. For this reason, the Jewish trade confines it- 
self to the forequarter, from which the veins may 
be easily and quickly removed with a minimum 
amount of multilation to the meat. There 
is no objection on the part of the Jewish 
trade to the hindquarter carcass cuts, such 
as loins and rounds, if they are handled in, 
accordance with the religious requirements 
that the blood veins be removed. The veins 
in these parts are very small and their com- 
plete removal necessitates such mutilation 
of these parts as practically to destroy 
their identity. For this reason, the de- 
mand in this country is confined to the 
forequarter, which can be bought at lower 
prices and from which the veins can be re- 
moved with a minimum amount of multi- 
lation. In European and eastern countries 
where the entire carcass is used by the Jewish trade there are 
skilled operators who are capable of removing the veins from the 
loin and round. This operation is so highly skilled, however, that 
there are only a very few specialists in each community who are 
capable cf performing this work according to the religious re- 
quirements. 

Cutting Up Kosher Carcasses—As a practical result, the parts 
of a kosher beef carcass used by the kosher trade in this country 
include only the forequarter, being confined for the most part to 
the kosher chuck (Figure 3). The standard forequarter is divided 
into three parts, sometimes between the fourth and fifth ribs and 
sometimes between the fifth and sixth ribs, into a kosher chuck, 
and by the separation of the remainder of the rib and plate, into 
rib and navel end cuts. 

Lamb, mutton and veal carcasses are divided in the same man- 
ner as those used for the regular class of trade (Figure 4). How- 
ever, the demand for the following cuts (namely, shoulder, breast, 
foreshank and neck) is much stronger than for the rib cuts which 
carry a somewhat higher price than the other parts of the fore- 
quarter. For this reason, the rib cuts of lamb, mutton and veal, 
as in the case of beef, are not marked kosher at the time of

slaughter, but are later marked in the cooler by the shohet, after 
the sale has been made. He marks these cuts before they are sev- 
ered from the carcass which carries the identification marks of the 
kosher slaughtered animals. 

Kosher Chuck—The kosher beef chuck differs somewhat from 
the regular wholesale chuck (Figure 6). The kosher chuck in- 
cludes either the first four or five ribs of the forequarter with the 
front shank and brisket end of plate left on and is made by sever- 
ing the carcass between the appropriate ribs, cutting the brisket 
end of the plate off with the chuck. This differs from the stand- 
ard wholesale chuck which includes the first five ribs of the fore- 
quarter with foreshank and brisket end of plate removed. 

The standard forequarter includes not only a kosher chuck but 
the standard seven-rib cut and navel end of the plate. The stand- 
ard forequarter of beef will usually consist of 49-50 per cent of a 
side. (Figure 1.) The kosher chuck consists of about 33 per cent 
of a side, while the standard chuck is about 26 per cent of a side 
of beef. 

The kosher beef chuck is sometimes referred to as a New York 
chuck or a Manhattan chuck due to the heavy demand for this cut 
by the kosher trade in New York. It is said that there are over 
two million Jews within this market area, only a part of whom are 
orthodox. 

Cutting for the Retail Kosher Trade—Since the chuck pro- 
vides the major part of the beef used by the Jewish trade it must 
be cut to provide steaks, pot roasts, rib chuck roasts, grinding 
meat and sausage material. A chuck is prepared in such a man- 
ner as to furnish all these different kinds of cooking meats 
when cut. The foreshank is removed by separating the upper 
fore-arm from the blade bone, removing in one piece the shank 
and upper fore-arm, which lies well up into the middle of the 
shoulder. This differs from the method used by the regular 
trade, which removes the foreshank near the base of the fore- 
arm. The brisket is then cut from the chuck about four inches 
wider than for the regular trade. The parts are then ready to 
be cut into retail cuts of meat. 

Kosher Steaks.—The upper fore-arm and shank after be- 
ing removed from the chuck provide the following retail cuts: 
upper fore-arm, sliced for steaks, down to about the elbow of 
the shank, and these steaks are referred to as “book steak.” 
The muscles of the foreshank are then divided into two pieces. 
The muscle of the underneath side of the shank is removed for 
boiling meat, and is referred to by the retail trade as “rolling 
pins.” The muscle from the top part of the shank is removed 
and referred to as a “quarter chicken.” 

Kosher Briskets——A strong demand exists for the bris- 
ket which is especially desired by the kosher trade. In fact, 
corned brisket beef, either smoked or unsmoked, has been 
greatly increased in popularity through kosher delicatessen 
markets. Aside from being corned, 
briskets may be boned out and used 

for sausage material. 

Kosher Pot Roasts.—The last two ribs on 
the chuck are cut into rib chuck roasts. The 
middle of the chuck is cut into pot roasts and 
the lower part where the blade bone has been 
severed from the fore-arm is sliced for chuck 
steaks. The neck is used for boiling. The 
standard seven-rib cut is also sold as rib 
roasts or steaks to the kosher trade. 

Kosher Bacon.—The navel end 
of the plate is boned out and cured 
and smoked and sliced as is bacon, 
and is referred to by the kosher 
trade as “belly bacon.” The navel + 
end is also boned and rolled, mak- 
ing a very desirable roast and is 
referred to as a “belly roll.” 

Kosher Sausage.—Trimmings _ re- 
moved from the_kosher chuck and par- 
ticularly parts from the brisket, are us- 
ed in the manufacture of kosher saus- 
age. This meat is salted and chopped 
and made either into a summer sausage 
(dry sausage) or frankfurts, the degree

Summer sausage 1s 
stuffed into kosher beef casings and frank- 
furts into kosher sheep casings. Salting of 
this: meat permits the holding of it under 
the Mosaic law for a period of time much 
reater — hours, which is 
imit for fresh meats. 
ag Beef Carcass Cuts Used by the 
Kosher Trade—In addition to the chuck, 
rib, brisket and navel end, the flanks, 
cod fat, and fat removed from the cover- 
ing of the carcass are used by the kosh- 
er trade. Flank steaks are practically 
free of veins — may be easily prepar- 
the retailer. 
“Zz cod fat and brisket fat is melted 
by the housewife and the oil used as a 
shortening or is used in 
place of lard for frying. 
Kosher Offal—Prac- 
tically all the internal or- 
gans used by the regular 
class of trade are used by 
the kosher trade. The 
melt, or spleen, is espec- 
ially demanded. It is split 
open and stuffed for baking. Lungs, 
liver, tongue, brains, ox tails, sweet- 
breads and tripe from cattle are all 
used by Jews. The plucks from calves 
and sheep are also used. These items 
are marked by indelible crayon im- 
mediately after removal from the carcass, 
so as to make certain there is no mix-up in 
the identity. Casings from beef and sheep 
are saved for sausage purposes, being iden- 
tified by a linen kosher tag. 

The kosher cattle feet and calf heads are 
also bought by certain classes of Jews. 
When saving kosher feet, the cattle foot is 
cut up in the knee joint under the direction 
of the searcher immediately after his in- 
spection has been made. Feet are washed 
and the tips of the toes sawed off. Kosher 
feet are considered quite a delicacy by a 
certain class of trade which make a jelly 
pudding by boiling the foot after removing 
the hair. The calf’s head is used much in 
the same manner as the kosher feet. 

Delivery of Kosher Meats—The Jewish 
law requires that meat must be consumed 
within seventy-two hours after slaughter, 
or it must be washed and reinstated by a 
representative of the church. The meat is 
then considered kosher for another seven- 
ty-two hours, after which it must be re- 
washed. After the expiration of another 
seventy-two hours the meat is then consid- 
ered treifah and is believed to be no longer 
fit for Jewish consumption. Because of the 
fact that meat must be consumed so soon 
after slaughter, it must move to the trade 
as fast as possible. This condition accounts 
largely for the fact that the bulk of the 
beef consumed in New York City is shipped 
east alive and slaughtered at plants adja- 
cent to this market. 

In the New York market the chucks are 
removed by a night gang from cattle 
slaughtered the previous afternoon and are 
delivered to the retailer on the early morn- 
ing deliveries while still retaining a parc 
of the animal heat. This makes beef in 
this condition more or less difficult to cut, 
and it does not present as smooth a surface 
as beef that has been thoroughly chilled 
for the standard trade before delivery. 

he Jew requires a very high grade of 
meat animal. The New York trade buys 
the best heavy cattle and choice light cat-

tle, most of which are steers, although some 
fat cows and heifers are used. The kosher 
trade in Chicago furnishes the best outlet 
for chucks, plates and briskets from heavy 
steers and from various grades of cows, as 
well as a few fed bulls and bolognas. It is 
necessary to use high grade steers for 
kosher meat because, judging from the nor- 
mal meat trade standards, the poorer part 
of a beef carcass (i. e., the forequarter) is 


used, and therefore, in or- 
der to get a reasonably 
good forequarter cut, it is 
necessary to take it from 
a high grade carcass. Because of the kosh- 
er trade and the fact that it takes only the 
forequarters of beef carcasses, packers have 
found it necessary to buy three times as 
many cattle for the kosher demand as is 
necessary to supply a demand for an equal 
amount of beef in regular trade channels. 


Kosher Trade Cause of Live Shipments— 
Nearly one-third of the population of New 
York City is Jewish. Because beef after 
three days following slaughter is no longer 
kosher, unless washed by the shohetim in 
the coolers according to the rules laid down 
by Mosaic law, most cattle bought for use 
in the kosher trade are killed in or near 
the cities where the beef is consumed. This 
is the underlying reason why large num- 
bers of live cattle are shipped from the 
great live stock markets such as Chicago 
and Kansas City, for slaughter in the east- 
ern consuming sections such as New York, 
Boston and Philadelphia. 

It is well known that cattle going into 
the kosher trade represent the best of their 
respective classes and grades. They must, 
according to the ancient scriptural rule, be 
of the “the best of the herds and flocks.” 
Because the kosher trade demands the best 
grades of cattle, it is quite natural that at 
times of heavy demand for kosher beef, the 
market for the better grades of cattle at all 
markets strengthens, with a less propor- 
tionate increase in the other grades. Nat- 
urally, the greatest demand for kosher 
grades of cattle falls on those days immed- 
iately before the Jewish feasts and festiv- 
als. On the other hand, the kosher trade 
ceases preceding the Jewish fast periods. 

The dietary habits of the Jews are most 
significantly influenced by their religious 
feasts and fasts, and in consequence the 
beef trade feels the effect of these relig- 
ious occasions, and must take them ‘nto 
careful account. All of these religious 
events are fixed by the Jewish calender, and 
are identical throughout the world among 
orthodox Jews. Therefore, every live stock 
market and the entire beef trade are af-

fected at the same time by the demands of 
the kosher trade. 

Jewish Feast Days and Beef Trade—lIt is 
customary for Jews to make a great deal 
of their feast days, which are days of re- 
joicing. The Jewish law book, the Talmud, 
emphasizes this feature in the statement 
“without meat there is no pleasure, hence 
meat is indispensable on feast days.” These 
feast days come periodically according to 
the Jewish calendar. To Gentiles, howev- 
er, they do not seem to occur regularly, 
because the Jewish calendar differs so es- 
sentially from our own that the feast days 
do not have a similar regulation or recur- 
rence in our own calendar. This is due to 
the fact that the Jewish calendar is a lunar 
calendar; that is, one based on the revolu- 
tions of the moon around the earth. The 
months of the Jewish calendar are lunar 
months of twenty-eight days and there are 
either twelve or thirteen of them in the 
Jewish year. For this reason, some Jew- 
ish months have more days than others. 
The month begins with the new moon and 
lasts until the next new moon. The new 
moon on or about the autumnal solstice, the 
equinox in September, marks the Jewish 
New Year. A period of twelve days, in- 
cluding the last few days of September and 
the first few days of October, are Jewish 
high holidays for the New Year’s celebra- 
tion. Because.of this, there is a very im- 
portant demand for kosher beef and it is 
necessary to ship large numbers of live 
cattle east to meet the kosher demand. 

In arriving at the exact time that such 
demand will become effective in the live 
stock market, it is necessary to start with 
the Jewish holiday and count back, making 
proper allowance for the length of time of 
shipment from middle west markets to the 
east and for the cattle to be slaughtered 
and the beef sent to kosher shops. The us- 
ual length of time is about one week for 
transportation and slaughter from the Mis- 
sissippi River markets. This is sufficient 
to put the kosher carcasses into the whole- 
sale markets of the east. 

The big buying days for kosher beef are 
Monday and Friday. On these days kosher 
butchers come to the meat markets and se- 
lect their beef, marking the carcasses which 
they select. The forequarters sold on Fri- 
days are then cut down and delivered to 
the kosher butcher’s refrigerator on Satur- 
day, which is the Jewish Sabbath. The shops 
are closed, and therefore the delivery men, 
that is, Gentiles, have to do all the work 
of placing the meats in the refrigerators. 
However, the Jews’ Sabbath ends at sunset, 
and on Saturday night all kosher butcher 
shops do an immense business, many of 
them remaining open all day Sunday. Nat- 
urally, the kosher buying and delivering is 
done every day in the week, but on Monday 
and Friday there is the largest volume of 
business. 

The Jewish festivals each year approxi- 
mate the times in the Gentile calendar as 
follows: In January there is a feast of 
eight days; at Easter time there is a feast 
of nine days; while another feast of two 
days comes in May. On the other hand, in 
July and August there is a period of ten 
days in which no meat may be eaten by the 
Jews. This is a fast period which causes 
a sharp reduction in the kosher trade and 
of which strict account must be taken. 

Significance of Jewish Religious Feasts 
—In general, the Jews observe three great 
feasts during the year, and one extended 
period of fasting. 

The feasts, to take them in the order in 
which they come in the Jewish year, are 
the Feast of Tabernacles, the Passover

ly bred four year old cow went to the lowa 
firm at $380.00 which proved the top for 
females. ; 

Round three did not look much like a low 
pace maker when Paul led in Tolan’s Hil- 
eenmere a son of Eileenmere 15th and from 
a granddaughter of Blackcap Bertram. 
Somebody said two hundred. Another said 
three, still another said four, presently an- 
other raised it fifty, and another slipped 
across with twenty-five. By that time the 
ringside began to count its cash, a lot of 
fellows felt like adding ten to the ante and 
they did. One by one they dropped away 
from the counter. When nine hundred had 
been reached the bids dropped to five—this 
same firm had decided to own the good 
young show bull and just kept slipping the 
fives across the plate until the ringside fal- 
tered and title passed to the Botna Valley 
institution. 

Blackeap Marshall T. 428073, a McHenry 
Blackcap by Idle Marshall a grandson of 
both Earl Marshall and Belford and having 
for dam the top cow Blackcap Tolan 11th 
came in next and the bidding was just as 
spirited. It seemed that he went to $575.00, 
all too quickly. We had spent our money 
and the ringside had taken a hand but 
Clyde Wade of Clinton, Illinois, who is now 
assembling one of the best bred herds in 
the state had determined that this was the 
bull for him so he stayed and had the pleas- 
ure of telling the clerk to send the bull up 
to Clinton. 

Tolan’s Eileenmere 2d the 1928 full 
brother to the top bull came next. He look- 
ed like he would be just such a bull as his 
brother and showing fit to make the cir- 
cuit this season. There was a lot of folks 
that would liked to have owned this nine 
months old calf but when they saw Senator 
Lantz nodding his head they gave up in 
despair and let him have the calf at several 
hundred dollars below his value there that 
day—$345.00 being the last amount an- 
nounced from the block. Thus the first five 
animals to pass in review had netted an 
average of $532.00 per head. It looked like 
this was going to be a real sale. The fore- 
cast proved itself by the time the last calf 
went through the ring. 

The top ten head had made an average 
of $420.00. The five head of bulls and heif- 
ers all less than twenty-two months of age 
had made an average of $503.00. The en- 
tire lot of forty-six head had made an aver- 
age of close to $235.00. Twenty head of 
young things ranging in ages from five 
months to twenty-two months had sold for 
$5095 or an average of practically $255.00 
per head. Many of these calves had just 
been weaned from their dams, the dry cows 
selling at approximately $200.00 per head, 
some of them bred to freshen as late as 
early spring. 

Altogether then this was an exemplifi- 
cation of the willingness of the buying pub- 
lic to pay good round prices for cattle that 
meet their requirements. Mr. Tolan is to 
be congratulated for the splendid form in 
which he presented his cattle and the very 
fine manner in which he looked after the 
details which all too often are overlooked 
or neglected. No person in attendance at 
Garrett Tolan’s sale will soon forget the 
beautiful setting and the happy hours spent 
there with the Tolans and with the hundreds 
who assembled for the event. One of the

several hundred steers are being prepared 
for the Chicago International contest in the 
carlot division. Let us suggest right here 
that all feeders in this country make it a 
point to attend this year’s International 
and especially to pay a visit to the pens 
at the yards where ample and convenient 
walks will be placed to accommodate those 
interested in witnessing what will undoubt- 
edly be the greatest carlot show ever stag- 
ed at Chicago.

They mark the first purchases at public 
auction for a number of buyers. Another 
noticeable thing at this ringside was the 
healthy bidding done by men who have not 
been in the breeding business so very long.

Distribution iv the Netherlands 


By Wm. H. Lapp, 
Poultry Department. 


[We hear a great deal about the produc- 
tion and marketing of poultry in the United 
States. We are going to attempt a series 
of articles on poultry production and mar- 
keting in foreign countries. 

From the number of inquiries that we 
receive from poultry producers throughout 
the country there apparently is consider- 
able interest in poultry production in for- 
eign nations, at least the comparison will 
be interesting. ' 

These articles will appear from time to 
time in series. We should like to have your 
reaction to these articles. We are publish- 
ing these articles through the courtesy of 
the Department of Commerce, Dairy and 
Poultry Products, Foodstuffs Division, 
Washington. ] ; 

Dutch hens might well crow over their 
accomplishment of producing over one bil- 
lion eggs per year in a country with a pop- 
ulation of scarcely seven and a half million 
persons. Exact figures of production of 
eggs in the Netherlands are lacking, but 
with known 1928 export statistics of 75,990 
metric tons, at a fair average 
of 13,000 eggs per ton, we reach 
the sum of 82,322,500 doz. The 
domestic consumption, comput- 
ed on the very modest scale of 
forty eggs per capita per year, 
is estimated at not over 25,000,- 
000 dozen. Imports were but 
9,613 metric tons in 1928, or 
10,414,083 dozen. Taking into 
consideration unrecorded pro- 
duction and consumption from 
small household coops, we may 
easily reach a safe production 
estimate of 100,000,000 dozen, 
enough, laid side to side, to 
stretch in an unbroken chain 
completely around the world. 
At an average wholesale price 
of 6% Dutch cents each, the val- 
ue would be about $30,000,000. 
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In point of quality, Dutch eggs are said 
to rank second to none in weight, freshness, 
color, and cleanliness. Denmark is said to 
be a close second and with Belgium and 
Ireland following. Only Russia produces a 
greater quantity. 

International trade in eggs has been fol- 
lowed by the Dutch for only about thirty- 
five years. As early as 1807, however, the 
great-grandfather of the present S. Goede 
Szoon, of Landsmeer began preserving 
eggs in linseed oil, a fore-runner of the 
method of pickling in lime water which 
came into vogue in 1875. The cold storage 
warehouse methods are of still more recent 
practice. The early trade in eggs was 
chiefly with the larger cities of the coun- 
try, such as Amsterdam, Rotterdam, and 
The Hague. In the last twenty years the 
foreign trade has grown steadily and in re-

cent years by leaps and bounds. Already 
such expressions as “overproduction,” “sa- 
turation point,” and “awakening of foreign 
consumers” are being heard about the egg 
markets and auctions. 

Poultry Raising. 

In the early years, and this is still true 
in the Netherlands to a very great degree, 
the keeping of hens has been a side issue 
on the farm. They were a source of pin- 
money for the “vrouw,” a means for ob- 
taining the incidental household groceries 
by direct barter or through sale for ready 
cash. Before the great market centers and 
cooperative auctions were established, the 
village store, as well as the itinerant ped- 
dler’s cart, supplied the farmers’ necessities 
at an egg value, usually favoring the seller. 

In the prosperous northern grain region 
of the provinces of Groningen and Fries- 
land the average number of chickens kept 
by each farmer is between three and four 
hundred, though a few keep as many as 
one or two thousand. In the south-eastern 


province of Lim- 
burg, the aver- 
age among 25,- 
000 farmers is 
but fifty hens, 
and yet this is 
the leading egg 
district in the 
country, supply- a 
ing seven or eight 
times as many eggs as Groningen. In 
Barneveld, the quality center, the average 
farmer keeps three to five hundred hens. 
There are many here who keep as many as 
a thousand or more; one specialist has no 
less than five times this number. In North 
Holland, in and about the great egg pick- 
ling center of Landsmeer, the average is 
300. In May 1910, the number of chickens 
in the Netherlands was estimated to be 
more than three million. In spite of serious 
depletion of stock during the war period, 
the present number of chickens 
is said to be between seventeen 
and eighteen million. Until 
comparatively recent years, 
mistress hen had to 
forage pretty much 
for her own living 
and sleep in_ the 
trees or in rough 
outbuildings not de- 
signed for her com- 
fort. While expo- 
sure no doubt hara- 
ened her physique, 
her nest contribu- 
tions were small, 
probably much less 
than the present 
140 eggs per year 
laid by the poorest 
hens. Nor was any at- 
tempt made at creating 
aristocracy of blood with 
an eye to health and high 
production. Hens were 
hens; no discrimination was made. 
Nowadays, much is done for the 
hen’s comfort. Attention is given 
to the construction of dry, well ventilated 
houses, with generous sized windows, with 
southern exposure, to admit the sunlight. 
Ample exercise runs are provided. In some 
cases each flock has a separate house and 
run. In others, a long single structure is 
built, divided into compartments for each 
flock of. approximately twenty-five birds. 
Many farmers keep a daily record of the 
number of eggs laid by each flock. Some, 
with trap nests, follow the activities of the 
individual hen. In order to increase inter- 
est in production, prizes are offered by as- 
sociations in some sections for the best 
laying records of individual hens or flocks. 
The average ability of well bred Dutch 
hens is said to between 200 and 230 eggs 
per year, though in more exceptional cases 
this may be increased to 280 and even 300, 
by careful attention and breeding. Most 
farmers do not keep their hens more than 
three years as the greatest number of eggs 
are laid in the second and third year. |

In winter, 
every flock has a well packed half cabbage, 
a turnip, or carrot in its enclosure. — In 
some districts, as in Landsmeer, the chick- 
ens receive a large amount of fish as a part 
of their diet. This is forbidden at Barne- 
veld as it affects the flavor of the eggs. 

As an incentive to industry among their 
charges, some farmers have adopted the 
system of flooding the hen houses in the 
winter months with electric light from dusk 
to quarter before eight. This is followed 
by a fiftteen minute period of artificial 


Agriculture maintains at important centers 
men who specialize in poultry diseases and 
methods of combating them. They give 
their advice to the farmers and poultry 
raisers free of charge. At Barneveld is a 
special bureau with a veterinary surgeon 
and two assistants, who examine poultry 
for a certain dangerous hereditary disease 
known as “Pullorem.” As many as five 
hundred samples of blood are taken daily 
and sent to the Government Serum Insti- 
tute at Rotterdam for examination.

twilight to allow the birds opportunity to 
compose themselves for the night. Half an 
hour before absolute darkness the hens are 
given their evening meal instead of before 
sundown, which in Holland may occur as 
early as 3.45 in mid-winter. It has been 
found by actual test that the additional 
food and cost of electric current is less than 
twenty per cent of the value of the in- 
creased egg production. In a specific test, 
with two groups of forty-seven hens over a 
period of eleven months, exclusive of No- 
vember, it was found that the net value of 
the additional eggs laid due to electric 
lighting amounted to Fl. 1.28 ($0.51) per 
hen in the period covered. The birds sent 
to roost three to four hours earlier at sun- 
down, with the same food but no light, 
showed no increase. 

Of the great importance is the selection 
of stock with great egg laying capacity 
combined with flesh forming characteris- 
tics. The most typical of the Dutch breeds 
is the celebrated “Barnevelder,” named af- 
ter the town of Barneveld in the province 
of Gelderland, a community which for many 
years has specialized in the breeding of 
fine fowls. These hens produce an attrac- 
tive brown egg of about sixty-one grams 
weight, about 16% eggs to the kilogram. 

It is said that a new variety of hen is 
now being bred, known as the “Walsumer,” 
which is able to lay eggs weighing between 
seventy-eight and ninety grams. 

At Barneveld, Roermond, and other cen- 
ters, are organizations studying to improve 
the various strains. From them the far- 
mers receive instruction in regard to feed- 
ing and the construction of poultry houses. 
From these sources“also the farmers can 
obtain first class eggs for hatching, as well 
as young chicks. 

The Dutch Government Department of 


increase from the sale of hatchery chicks 
this year throughout the country. 

Our season in the Northern States was 
backward and on many of the farms we are 
finding chicks not nearly as far developed 
as was the case a year ago. However, with 
good weather conditions and with plenty of 
feed these chicks should make good growth. 

Indications are that eggs and poultry 
prices will be stable during the remainder 
of this season. Eggs should bring a good 
price next fall. The producer should keep 
this in mind and mature his pullets so that 
he will enjoy the advantage of the fall egg 
production. 

The International Baby Chick Associa- 
tion is holding their convention in Minnea- 
polis July 29th to August 3rd. 

There are a large number of poultry pro- 
ducers throughout the country who are op- 
erating small hatcheries in connection with 
their poultry units. The program that has 
been outlined for this convention is a good 
one and will be of material help to all those 
interested in hatcheries.

Feast, and the Feast of Weeks. 
occurs in midsummer. 

The Feast of Tabernacles is celebrated at 
the beginning of the year, along with a 
group of feasts and fasts known as_ the 
High Holidays of the New Year. The Feast 
of Tabernacles commemorates the days 
when the children of Israel dwelt in tents 
while they were being brought up out of 
the land of Egypt. It partakes of the na- 
ture of a great national harvest festival in 
thanksgiving for the completion of the har- 
vests of the year—grain and fruits and oil. 

The next big feast of the Jewish year is 
the Passover, which comes in the spring 
near the vernal equinox, at our Easter 
time. The Passover feast begins on the 
fifteenth day of Nisan and lasts until the 
twenty-second. It comes in late March or 
in April. The feast is sometimes called the 
Feast of Unleavened Bread, and one of the 
requirements is that none but unleavened 
bread may be eaten during the seven days 
of the feast. So strict are orthodox Jews 
to see that every trace of leaven (yeast) 
is removed that they have new sets of 
dishes and cooking utensils for the Pass- 
over. 

The killing of the Pascal lamb is always 
associated with the Passover, which is 
sometimes called the leapfeast in reference 
to the leaping of the Angel of Death over 
the homes of the Jews. The unleavened 
bread is to commemorate the haste of the 
departure from Egypt. Students of Jewish 
history find the feast and the offerings of 
the days following the Passover a great 
agricultural feast in tribute to the first 
fruits of the harvest season. Indeed, all the 
time between the Passover for the seven 
weeks until the Feast of Weeks is filled 
with a season of fasting. In our day the 
Jews make it a season of feasting and keep 
their tables well supplied, meats being a

necessary part of the menu at all their fes- 
tal gatherings. 

We speak of the Feast of Weeks some- 
times as Pentecost. A new significance at- 
taches to the name because of the events in 
the early history of the Church which oc- 
curred on Pentecost. The word means fif- 
tieth. It is the fiftieth day after the Pass- 
over, a period of seven weeks. 

So we find in the Feast of Weeks the 
third great annual agricultural feast of the 
Jews. It comes late in May at the begin- 
ning of summer. It is, as has been indi- 
cated, the final closing of a season of fes- 
tivity held in rejoicing and thanksgiving 
for the first fruits of the harvest. To the 
ancient Jews who were busy in the pastoral 
life, watching their herds and flocks and 
busy in the field with the work of the late 
spring season, there was need for substan- 
tial food, for the meats which were con- 
sumed with the progress of the fifty days 
culminated in the Feast of Weeks. The 
traditions are preserved today in the ex- 
tended period of fasting between the Pass- 
over, at Easter time, and the Feast of 
Weeks, just before June 1. 

Extent of the Kosher Trade—The extent 
of the kosher trade in the United States 
can be approximately estimated from the 
number of Jews living in different sections. 
Most of the Jews in the United States live 
in the following eight states, according to 
the last census: New York, 1,701,260; 
Pennsylvania, 340,000; Illinois, 257,000; 
Massachusetts, 199,300; Ohio, 177,690; New 
Jersey, 163,180; Missouri and Kansas, 92,- 
160. The Jewish population of the United 
States, according to the latest figures 
available, is 3,600,350. New York City is 
credited with 1,643,000, which is about 29 
per cent of the entire population of New 
York City. The other cities of the country 
with big Jewish populations are Philadel-

This reason 
is that the fat from the beef carcass sup- 
plies the fat used in cooking in Jewish 
homes. Naturally, lard cannot be used be- 
cause swine are considered unclean. Unlike

Use of Kosher Poultry—The Hebrew de. 
mand for live poultry rather than dresgeq 
is because of the ritual of orthodox Jews 
As already mentioned, this ritual had jts 
foundation in ancient ideas of Sanitation, 
Ritual killing calls for the cutting of the 
main artery and blood vessels and one of 
the main nerves all at the same time. The 
fowl slaughtered in this manner is thrown 
into a state of absolute unconsciousness at 
once and loses enormous quantities of 
blood, which is thus prevented from accum. 
ulating in other parts of the carcass. The 
blood accumulated disintegrates or decom. 
poses fibrous structures quicker than when 
allowed to escape. Meat kept over three 
days is very rarely used by the Jews unless 
it has been washed and salted. No such 
thing as indefinite or prolonged cold stor- 
age is permitted. Hence the demand for 
live poultry and the ban on distant killing, 

Poultry is used largely by the Jews in 
celebrating their holidays. For 1928 these 
holidays, together with poultry products in 
demand on them, are given in the following 
table, as well as the best market days pre- 
ceding them: 

Purim, March 6, market days February 
27-March 2, fowls and hen turkeys. 

Passover, April 5-6, market days April 
2-3, turkeys, fat fowls, ducks and geese. 

Easter, April 8, market days April 3-5, 
fowls, capons, ducks, geese, spring lambs 
and prime veal. 

Last Passover, April 11-12, market day 
April 9, prime quality of all kinds. 

Feast of Weeks, May 25, market days 
May 21-23, prime quality of all kinds. 

Jewish New Year, September 24, market 
days September 17-21, fat fowls, turkeys, 
ducks and geese. 

Day of Atonement, September 24, market 
days September 17-21, all prime stock, 
especially White Leghorn chickens and 
roosters. 

Feast of Tabernacles, September 29, 
market days September 26-27, ducks, fowls 
and fat geese. 

Feast of Law, October 6-7, market days 
October 3-4, prime quality of all kinds. 

Conclusion—Many people feel that the 
kosher trade may decrease proportionately 
with the growth of the country and perhaps 
absolutely, though there are no definite in- 
dications that such an idea corresponds 
with the facts. Certainly, from the point 
of view of the meat industry the kosher 
trade will always provide an important 
phase. As has been pointed out, there are 
some definite advantages to the meat in- 
dustry from the existence of a large kosher 
demand which have to be reckoned with, 
and there are a few indications that this 
trade may even increase with the addition 
of new products of a kosher character, such 
as kosher sausage. 

Certainly, the growing demand for poul- 
try products today in this country is sig- 
nificant and it is very likely that the Jew- 
ish demand for poultry will grow in the 
future, thus paralleling the general demand 
in the country as a whole. For a compre- 
hensive understanding of the American 
meat industry it is essential to appreciate 
some of its special phases, such as the kos- 
her trade, which require special considera- 
tion by the meat industry itself in the for- 
mulation of its policies and in the carry- 
ing on of its business from day to day and 
year to year.
